London — The two least supersti- j 


ious persons in all Great Britain are 
Cing George Fifth and his third son, 
frince Henry. 


King George proved it when he of- 


'ered his son as p. birthday gift on 
iis 28th birthday the Dukedom of 
•loucester. Prince Henry proved it 


when he promptly accepted, thereby 
jecoming a royal duke with the priv- 
lege of sitting in the House of Lords, 
ike his two elder brothers, the Prince 
of Wales and the Duke of York. 


The new duke and his father showed 


their independence of superstition be- 
cause the Dukedom of Gloucester has 
never been a happy one. 


The first duke, a younger son of 


Sing Edward Third, died a convicted 
traitor, after having forfeited his title. 
The next duke was Humphrey, son 
of King Henry Fourth. After his wife 
had been 
executed on a charge of 


practicing sorcery against the king, 


himself was arrested for treason, 


jut died before he could be put on 
trial. 


The title several times has lapsed 


and been revived. In every instance 
but one, the holder has died without 
leaving a son and heir. 


Prince Henry, the new title holder, 


is the soldier member of the British 
royal family. His whole training has 
been for an army career. 
He was 


educated at Eton and was then ad- 
mitted to Sandhurst, the famous Bri- 
tish West Point, passing an examina- 
tion on his own merits. He also went 
to Cambridge University. 


He was made a second lieutenant in 


the King's Royal Rifles in 1920. Later 


joined the Royal Hussars as a sec- 


ond lieutenant and not long ago xvas 
promoted to a captaincy. 
When he 


came of age the king conferred on 
!iim the Order of the Garter and in 
1925 he was made a member of the 
Privy Council. 


In the recent army maneuvers he 


spent his working hours in the field 
and his sleeping hours in a dog tent 
just like any other officer. He is the 
tallest and most rugged of tho king's 
sons and has been less in the public 
:ye than most of them, because he 
prefers to herd with soldiers and the 
Bunting and racing crowd. 


He is a great lover of dogs and often 


;ravels alone, accompanied by 
no 


equerries, but only by two of his pet 
dogs. Like his elder brother, the 
Prince of Wales, he has had his share 
of falls in the hunting field and 
in 


races. Like him he has registered his 
colors with the Jockey club and the 
National Hunt. 
Like him he some- 


times makes a dash into London's 
great East End and mixes with the 
plain working folk. 


Not long ago he went to an East 


End boxing tournament. He ate his 
dinner — which cost 40 cents—in 
a 


"pub," the menu being the ordinary 
one served there—sotip, fish, beef and 
cheese. 


Like a British working man, he 


washed it down with a mug of beer. 


Again like his brother, the Prince 


of Wales, his name lias often been 
coupled with that of various girls in 
society whom it is rumored he 
is 


about to wed. But nothing has ever 
come of it.

COURTS TO SETTLE 


WATERSHIFT FIGHT 


War Secretary's Authority to 


Divert 
Water in Court's 


Hands 


Washington—M3)—The disputed au- 


thority of the secretary 
of 
-\vai- to 


authorize diversion of water from Lake 
Michigan by the Chicago sanitary dis- 
trict is now in the handa of the su- 
preme court for decision. 


Oral arguments occupying the time 


of the court for substantially two days 
were closed Tuesday by former secre- 
tary of war, Newton D. Baker who 
denied that the war secretary had pow- 
er to interfere with navigable capacity 
of the Great Lakes and decide a poli- 
tical controversy between the Great 
Lakes and the Mississippi valley. 


To hold that he had power to author- 


ize the diversion of water from 
one 


watershed to another would be, he 
declared to confer upon him greater 
power than that of any autocrat in 
controlling the doctrines of the people. 
The presence of the water in the great 
lakes caused the 
development which 


has marked that section and no one, 
not even congress, had the right, he 
declared, to take advantages from that 
section, especially when it is done only 
in the hope ot building up another. 


The cabo of the Chicago sanitary 


district was argued by Rep. Beck, of 
Pennsylvania, and Cyrus E. Dictz, who 
defended the vadidity of the permit, 
questioned the light o£ the 
Great 


Lakes, states to challenge it after a 
lapse oC nearly SO years after having 
joined with the government in the re- 
cent fauit against the sanitary district 
•which recognized the right of the war 
secretary to permit diversion. 


Members of the court questioned him 


closely as to his contention of the pow-

through the Fox River into the Great 
Lak<?s watershed demanded whether 
tho secretary of war could do that to 
aid navigation on the great lakes al- 
though he destroy it on the Mississip- 
pi.

There are two distinct kinds of ang- 


ling in vogue in our waters-casting 
"plugs" and the heavier lures with 
the short rod, and the use of the long- 
er and lighter fly rod which handles 
only such offerings as tho 
artificial 


fly and bass "bugb" or similar lures. 
In former days when fish 
were so 


plentiful as to cause a great many to 
.seek-them in huge quantities for food 
rather than for the mere pleasure of 
catching them, the bait casting, or 
short rod came into almost universal 
use. It offered a speedier method of 
getting Sir Dolemieu or the much 
prized Wall-eye into the boat. Owing 
to its sturdiness time was saved, but 
the pleasure of angling was sacrificed 
accordingly. 


We do not by any means intend to 


convey the idea that there is no pleas- 
ure in using the bait casting rod. On 
the contrary, we have and use at dif- 
ferent times some six of these short 
rods and must confess that the use 
of them is a pleasure peculiar 
to 


them, and one which cannot be re- 
placed by any other form of fishing, 
be it casting tho delicate fly, trolling 
by hand or still fishing, but, never- 
theless its different from wading the 
pure, sparkling trout brook in quest 
of the darting streaks of silver and 
•old that come like a streak of light 
and hit your deceptive hand made in- 
sect the instant it alights on the sur- 
face of the water. 


Or, if you are out after the game, 


fighting Small Mouth with a nine and 
a half foot Heddon Split bamboo and 
some of their inimitable bass bugs, 
you are due for some of the 
finest 


sport to be had in the whole outdoors. 
You wade along the stream perhap? 
forty feet out from the shore, speak- 
ing of the St. Croix river for instance, 
make a couple of false casts to prop- 


erly gauge the distance, then let your 
fly or bug float gingerly down to the 
surface and when one of those old 
bronze backs boils the water in his 
fierce rush to take the lure, you get 
a thrill that cannot be compared in 
the annals of sportdom. 


And yet there are many who are 


ardent champions of the 
Rainbow 


trout as a fighter not to be excelled 
as a sporting proposition. The reason 
he "is considered more of a fighter is 
because of the fact that, unlike the 
the Speckled beauty, he breaks water 
before and after being hooked while 
fontinalis never does, although the lat- 
ter may put up just as gamy and des- 
perate fight for freedom. 


Up on the Wolf river in the north-

fisherman. Last season we were at 
Shotgun Eddy along about sundown 
one day and had some real sport. We 
did our casting at the upper end of 
the. rapids. The surface of the river 
was literally covered with a small 
gray fly of some knid with which we 
were not familiar. It hardly seemed 
as if with all that natural food the 
trout would pay any attention to our 
man made imitations. However, at 
nearly every cast we had a rise and, 
in the short time remaining to us be- 
fore darkness settled upon the river, 
we took as nice a catch of Rainbows 
as we made all the season, and they 
ran well up in size, averaging per- 
.haps a pound each. The next morning 
we returned and while using the Hed- 
don bass bugs we have spoken of we 
landed two nice Small Mouth bass, 
and you cannot say that for many of 
our rivers.

tastrophes of history, the French Revolu- 
tion. The same buyer gave $60,000 for a 
•tapestry woven for Louis XVI, not that 
Louis cared for the tapestry because he 
diad 'it made to give it away, but the price 
it brought had to do with- the fact -that 
the man who ordered it was once' a king 
and yet ended his earthly career by jog- 
ging along a street iu Paris in a. two- 
Xvheel tumbrel that ended its journey at 
the Place 
de , Revolution upon 
which 


place was erected an instrument known 
as the guillotine. 


A piece of marble a foot and a half high 


. carved by the 
great sculptor 
Houdon 


brought the fabulous price of $245,000. 
Intrinsically the marble could be bought 
for less than five dollars but the beauty 
of the^piece, the rarity of objects left by 
the sculptor as well as his reputation and 
its history created a desire upon the part 
of lovers of art, so intense that one oi 
them preferred this piece of marble to a 
bank account of $245,000.

of Gainsborough's "The 


Wagon" brought $350,000, for few pic- 
tures painted by Gainsborough are to be 
bought and great indeed was the ability 
and reputation of the artist.

Dr. 
Frederick 
Tilney, professor of 


neurology and neuro-anatolny at Colum- 
bia university, Xew York city, is making

causes of crime. The medical board of the 
Neurological Institute is conducting a 
$2,000,000 program of research 
in 
the 


field of social maladjustment and 
crim- 


inal personality, and Dr. Tilney will un- 
dertake to 
determine what 
deleterious 


effect, if any, may be caused before birth 
by the indulgence of mothers in alcohol, 
tobacco or narcotics. 


If we intend to make a serious study of 


crime prevention, we should start at the 
beginning, and Dr. Tilney believes that 
the most frequent and 
devastating of 


human ills is maladjustment of life, and 
that many who suffer from 
maladjust- 


ment do so through no fault of their own. 
but because the-brain has been 'blighted 
in the making. Tt might be discovered for 
in.>lancc, that tobacco or alcohol produce 


only mild deviations from 
the 
normal, 


and that,a certain dietary deficiency in 
the expectant mother or some injary she 
has sustained is responsible for a child's 
criminal or unsocial outlook on life. 


In any event, the research is worth 


while and may bring to light many inter- 
esting and useful facts, useful to the so- 
lution of this problem of crime preven- 
tion. And the generosity of some public 
spirited citizen, or group of citizens, has 
made the research possible. Which in it- 
self is only another manifestation of that 
great spirit of unselfish generosity 
that 


exists to such a marvelous extent almost 
without the 
knowledge 
of those who 


benefited by it. 
It is one of our modern 


miracles that people will give such stu- 
pendous sums for projects by which they 
cannot possibly benefit themselves, but 
that may improve the lot of generations 
yet unborn who may never have any 
knowledge of the benefactor or the pro- 
ject through which they benefited.

Instead of a 
nation of 


drudges we are a nation that works hard 
for a few hours that it may run'away and 
play just as hard the next few hours and 
still have time for a night's rest.

five-day week, and much of the discussion 
has been favorable. Here-and thcr-e-it has 
been tried out with much satisfaction, es- 
pecially during the summer months. This 
plan gives workers two entire days each 
week for rest and recreation and doing a 
few personal chores. It seems an ideal ar- 
rangement if industry can ac-ommodate 
itself generally to the plan.

"THE CABALA'S" REVIVAL, 


Since the immense success of "The 


Bridge of San Luis Key" the earlier 
book of Thornton Wilder, "The Cab- 
ala," has enjoyed a "revival." I im- 
agine a great many of the 100,000 or 
more reader^ of "The 
Bridge" 
did 


exactly the smae thing I did — made 
a rush for "The Cabala" as soon as- 
they had finished "The Bridge" be- 
cause they wanted more of this de- 
lightful writer. 


I had missed "The Cabala" when it 


was first published exactly a 
year 


ago. Rumors of its quality percolated 
through to me but they 
were not 


strong enough to cause me to read 
the book. There were probably many 
people like that. But "The Bridge" 
was so decidedly an inspired work of 
art it gave them the final push to 
take up the earlier book. 


Hence "The Cabala's" revival. It is 


selling like a new novel today, much 
better in fact than it did immediately 
after publication. The publishers have 
put on the jacket, "By the author of 
'The Bridge of San Luis," 
showing 


good business judgment. 


All of which is to the good. It often 


happens that a writer makes a lucky 
hit with a book and that then the 
publishers revive all his earlier at- 
tempts, most of which usually were not 
worth reading in the first place. Some 
writers' reputations have in fact been 
all but destroyed by the republication 
of their earlier books. 


But "The Cabala" can stand 
the 


test. It is a beautiful piece of work. 
Xot as cleat-cut as "The Bridge," it 
is yet far above the average run of. a 
season's novels. It has the same cool 
Kcst as "The Bridge," the same ur- 
banity, the same delight in ideas for 
their own sake, the same 
freedom 


from prcachmpr, 
and above all 
the 


.same sure sense of character portray- 
ed from life. 


This la.st is perhaps Thornton Wil- 


der's strongest point. He is not par- 
ticularly strong on plot in the con- 
ventional sense; whatever plot there 
is exists for the characters, not the 
other way round. 


In "The Bridge" there is a plot 


mechanism but it is obvious that it 
was created to give the 
author 
a 


chance to present to his readers cer- 
tain sharply realized characters. 
In 


"The Cabala" the plot is slill looser. 
About all it consists ot 
that a 


young American goes to Rome and 
lives there for a lime, meeting a num- 
ber of per.sons v%ho belong to an exclu- 


sive social set that is often referred 
to by outsiders as "the cabala," al- 
though it has no definite organiza- 
tion and is held together only by u 
sense of social caste. 


That is the "plot," if it can be cal- 


led such. In the end the young Amer- 
ican leaves Rome and goes back to 
the States, leaving ."the cabala" tojts. 
own devices. 


But the character studies! Both "The 


Bridge" and "The Cabala" are prac- 
ticlly just that — series of character 
studies. In the former, there are five 
people who fall to their death with a 
broken bridge whose lives are min- 
utely portrayed. In "The Cabala" 
there are some half a dozen persons 
who are treated in much the same 
way. 


There is the story of a youth called 


Marcantonic who is rapidly going- to 
the bad with sexual excesses. The pic- 
ture of how the 
young 
American, 


with his background of Puritan tra- 
ditions, tries 'to "reform" the*volatile 
Italian boy is so delightful in an art- 
istic sense that nothing can 
gi>>e a 


real idea of Its quality but the story 
itself as Wilder tells it. The boy com- 
mits suicide but that is so appropri- 


ate, given the circumstances, that it 
adds to tho artistic pleasure. 
•- As sharply depicted is the story of 
a young matron named Alix who falls 
in love with -another American. This 
story could-very easily have made a 
"whole book in itself. Henry James 
would have used up 500 pages for it. 
AVilder gets about the~~same effect in. 
50 pages. 


And then the story of the Cardin- 


al who had been a missionary to 
China and who had lost his faith, I 
have read nothing recently that is-- 
better done than this.

MARRED SKIN

Changes in the color of the 'skin are 
due to the- effects of light. The burn- 
ing of (be skin that follows exposure 
to the sun is mostly a light effort. 


The rays cause the deposit of pig- 


ment in the skin. 
Later the blood 


may carry away the pigment, but if it 
gets into layers of the skin where the 
blood cannot act upon it the pigmen;- 
ation remains. Pigments, are also de- 
posited in relationship to wounds or 
inflammation of the skin, and color 
changes occur around scars. 


Dmy substance-* can get into the 


skin by mixing with the grease and 
then being picked up by the blood. 
Mercury has been given in this way 
for many years, 


Any substance that dissolves grease, 


such as gasoline, ether or benzol. al<o 
can be taken into the body through 
the skin. 


Ainline oil, nitrobenzene, and sim- 


ilar substances are dangerous when 
placed in contact with the skin suv. e 
very small doses of these substances 
will change the chemical nature of 
the blood and produce severe poison- 
ing. 


HOW IT REACTS 


As a mirror of the conditions in tho 


human body the skin reacts to sen- 
sitization of the body to various pro- 
tein substances by eruptions in the 
form of blisters and wheals. 
Physi- 


cians take advantage of this fact 
nowadays to find out whether or not 
a person is susceptible to various bac- 
terial poisons.

up at the polls on election day some- 
one else will vote fraudulently tinder 
your name. 
It often happens that

political machines flourish. 

That is one of the points made in 
a recent interesting? argument on the 
question of whether or not it was 
worth while to try to get out a large 
vote on election day, when 25 to 50 
percent of the qualified voters—some- 
times more—often stay home. 


One assertion seldom questioned in 


this country is that it is everyone's 
patriotic duty to vote. If you don't 
you're a slacker and ought to be fined 
or something. All sorts of organiza- 
tions have put on campaigns to get u» 
all to use our ballots. 


William Bennett Munro, professor 


of municipal government and chair- 
man of the division of history, gov- 
ernment and economics at Harvard, 
took considerable issue with that idea 
in an article recently in the National 
Municipal Review. 
Simon Michelet, 


the president of the National Get-Out- 
the-Vote Club, came right back at 
him and the arguments of these two 
gentlemen are presented here for the 
"slacker" if he needs help in deciding 
to mend his ways. 
..x' 


Munro's strongest point was that 


it were better for a voter not to vote 
than to vote as stupidly as he often 
does. Said he: 


"What we really have in this coun- 


try is not government by a majority 
of the people, but government by a 
mere plurality of the politically inter- 
ested. If we underttook to run cor- 
porate business on the principle that 
every stockholder is in duty bound 
to come and vo'te whenever directors 
are elected, or routine questions de- 
cided, our whole "system of corporate 
organization would break down. . ^. 
To the extent that government is

business (which it has become to a 
large extent in the cities) that analogy 
seems to hold." 


He concludes 
that the 
"slacker 


vote" holds no menace except to po- 
litical machines depending on a high 
percentage of dumb and "property- 
less" voters.

slackers to the polls,' are merely play- 
ing into the hands of the boss and 
doing some of his work for him."

He proceeds to show how crooked 


politicians in Affleck's home bailiwick 
of Chicago have stuffed the boxes 
with just enough fake ballots to make 
up for the 
registered voters 
who 


didn't vote for themselves. In, .one 
precinct, some 300 ballots were mark- 
ed for persons who never'came to the 
polling booths. 
"Which, Michelet de- 


mands in a letter to Affleck, are best 
—-300 legal votes or 300 illegal votes? 


Michelet then looks over the world 


and finds the only -first-class country 
where universal suffrage is denied 5s 
Italy. He points out that the voting age 
in Germany is 20 years and that 80 
percent of German voters reach the 
polls.

need. Organizations like the National 
League of Women Voters and the 
National Civic Federation are engag- 
ed in movements to give the voters 
some idea of what the political issues 
are all about.

tary instructor at the University of 
Xebraska. 
William Jennings Bryan, 


another famous resident of Lincoln, 
enters the picture, but soon fades 
out. 


A'ice President Dawes explodes the 


legend that in his first lawsuit Bryan 
was attorney for the other side. Bry- 
an's law firm—Talbot and Bryan — 
once opposed him in a rate case as 
counsel for 
the 
Missouri 
Pacific, 


Dawes says, but Talbot conducted it 
and Bryan remained pretfy much in 
the background. 


The bond between Dawes and Persh- 


ing, when 
the war broke out, was 


deeper than friendship 
which 
had 


ripened throughout the years; it was 
the bond of tragedy. 


It came about this way: 
During Pershing's absence in Mex- 


ico, flre destroyed the Pershing home 
and his wife and three of their four 
children were burned to death. 


Dawes had one son—Rufus Fearing 


Dawes—who was making a record for 
himself at Princeton.

He died without having lost ambition, 
with his eyes fixed on the high moun- 
tains of life where, beyond any ques- 
tion, had he lived he would have 
climbed." 


Fifty-one day* after war wa» de- 


clared in 1917, Dawes left his bank 
in Chicago to become a lieutenant- 
colonel in an outfit of engineers (rail- 
way), training; near Atlanta. He went 
to camp In his private car, taking his 
wife and daughter and lived on his car 
while there. 


Herbert Hoover, food administrator, 


tried to induce Dawes to Join his or- 
ganization and direct 
(rain 
move- 


ments in this country. 
But Dawes 


refused; he wanted to go to France. 


By this time the news got to Persh- 


ing and Fershingr 
promptly 
called 


Dawes to direct the supply forces be- 
hind the lines In France. 


Dawes' job was to purchase ma- 


terial wherever he could find it 
in 


Europe, a very important job in view 
of the fact that 
submarines 
were 


sinking many of the 
cargoes 
that 


started from this country. 


Dawes bought everything from hay 


to locomotives and organized labor 
battalions to build railroads, highways 
and mine coal. Supplies had to come 
and difficulties 
had to be brushed 


aside. 
Once, when in dire need of 


artillery horses, he finally found 
a 


number in Spain. Spanish law, how- 
ever, prohibited their exportation. A 
neat little smuggling plot solved the 
difficulty. 


Often Dawes negotiated singlehand- 


ed with whole governments. He went 
at their commissions 
hammer and 


tongs, casting military etiquet to the 
winds, bellowing his demands 
and 


argely over-aweing their attempts at 
the-tricks of diplomacy. His language 
was often unpolished, but usually ef- 
"ective. 


Percshing and Dawes 
were 
fre- 


quently together and about that time 
Dawes entered this in his published 
diary: 


"I have been with General Pershing 


each day, taking lunch on Friday at 
he house, or rather the palace, where 
16 is staying. Dear fellow and loyal
